If eating snails is half as 
much fun as finding them, 
t w o 
14-year-old 
Kentfield 
girls are in for a happy sum­ 
m er vacation. 
Tracy Cavit, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Jam es V. Cavit, 
12 Locust Avenue, and Linda 
Peace, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Flori Pesce, 14 Locust 
Avenue, excitedly reported 
to the IndeflendenLJournal 
yesterday that t h e y had 
found 455 snails, all practic­ 
ally in one place. 
They were in a two-by- 
four section of ice plant in 
four-foot section of ice plant 
in the front of Tracy’s yard. 
The two girls collected the 


snails and put them in a 
cage in Tracy’s back yard. 
What does one do with 455 
snails? 
Mais Oui. But of course, 
one eats them. 
The girls have gotten a 
recipe for preparing snails 
in the French m anner from 
a neighbor. 
Tracy said that it goes like 
this; Let the snails crawl in 
a box heaped thickly with 
corn 
meal. This tends to 
clean them. Next boil them 
in water “for an 
hour or 
two.” 
After this the snails are 
apparently exhausted. Tracy 
reported that they should all 


be out of their shells by this 
time. 


Next the shells are loaded 
with butter and garlic, the 
meat of the snails replaced 
in the shells and shells pop­ 
ped in an oven. Leave them 
there for about an hour and 
45 minutes at 200 degrees, 
Tracy said. 


The girls plan to try this 
recipe pretty soon. 
In fact, 
they are looking forward to 
it. But in the meanwhile it 
is fun to wait a little bit and 
watch the snails in the cage. 
You must realize that 455 
snails in one place are a good 
many. 


Cardinals Fail To Elect 
Pope In Four Ballots 


VATICAN CITY 
Roman 
Catholic 
cardinals 
failed to 
elect a new pope today on their 
first four ballots. 
Twice today— at midday and 
then in the late a f te r n o o n - 
black smoke puffed out of a 
slender smokestack over the 
Sistine Chapel. 


The smoke was a signal to 
thousands in St. P eter’s Square 
th at the 80 cardinals locked in 
the chapel had failed to find a 
successor to Pope John XX1I1. 


When a pope finally is elect­ 
ed the smoke will come out 
white. 
The cardinals will vote again 
tomorrow. 


There were moments when 
the smoke appeared white, but 
Vatican radio said there was no 


doubt that the cardinals failed 
to elect a new pope. 
Thousands had waited in St. 
Peter s Square—a m ixture of 
R o m a n 
housewives, foreign 
tourists, 
Italian 
businessmen 
and nuns and priests. Many 
trained binoculars on the dome 
of St. Peter’s Basilica. 
W hat went on inside the Sis­ 
tine Chapel was not known ex­ 
cept that there had been two 
ballots in the morning and two 
in the afternoon. 
The smoke signals followed 
each session. The smoke -rose 
from a little stove in which the 
cardinals burned their ballots. 
Italian air force flares were be­ 
ing used to color the smoke.

rules, 
no 
more ballots can be taken until 
tomorrow morning.

Rousselot 
at­ 
tacked putting United States 
armed forces under control of 
the United Nations. 


“The United Nations has be­ 
come an instrum ent of the So­ 
viet Communist conspiracy,” 
he charged. “It is under direc­ 
tion of the Communist con­ 
spiracy.” 


He said the United Nations 
does not act in the best cause 
of peace or freedom. One rea­

MASTER PLAN 
The committee adopted al­ 
most en toto the m aster plan 
by architects Carl F. Gromme 
and Ralph B. Priestley for in­ 
creasing capacity of each of 
the high schools to a maximum 
of 2.400 (which might be fur­ 
ther increased later at Terra 
Linda*. When presented to the 
board of education last month, 
this was accompanied by rec 
ommendations for a two.mil- 
lion-dollar bond issue for fin 
ancing. and double sessions at 
San Rafael High for at least a 
year while enlargem ent and re­ 
modeling was under way. 
Both the bond issue and the 
double sessions would be elim­ 
inated by the com m ittee’s pro­ 
posal. 


FOUR STEPS 
The scheme as adopted by 
the committee calls for these 
steps, in this order: 
1. Immediate addition of an­ 
other 18-classroom building at 
Terra Linda High School. 
2. Demolition of a 10-class- 
room wing at the rear of the 
San Rafael High School main 
building and its replacem ent 
with a new building contain­ 
ing 17 larger classrooms plus 
a large library. 
3. “Earthquake-proofing” of 
the old main building at San 
Rafael High. 
4. A girls’ gymnasium and 
shop building at T erra Linda 
High. 


SPEED NEEDED 
All could be 
done 
within 
four years if the board of edu­ 
cation acts without delays, es­ 
timated Supt. Bert C. Corona. 
To pay for the projects, the 
high school district would use 
$1.160,000 rem aining from its 
1960 bond issue. $150,000 in 
federal funds which it expects 
to get (application has been 
made for $300,000, but Super­ 
intendent Corona believes only 
half that am ount will be allow­ 
ed). It would then divert to the 
building program for two or 
three years a portion of the 50- 
cent tax increase — if that is 
authorized.

“Commandos of the Cuban 
Revolutionary

have 
landed in different parts of 
Cuba and the farmers are help-! 
ing them. They are continuing 
the action which will definitely 
lead to liberation of our coun­ 
try. 
“The first reports by our 
forces reveal that the landings 
were affected without any dif­ 
ficulty and have the utmost co­ 
operation of the peasants in the 
surrounding zone. 


"These commandos, perfect*1 
Iv armed, have entered Cuban 
territory. 
“They are going to transmit 
by radio tomorrow at 1 40 p m 
on the 40 meter band at 701B 
kilocycles."

There is nothing wrong, of course,

Every man must sin­ 
cerely hope and pray for peace We all 
must work for peace. 
But we must do it realistically.

In the pre World War II enthusiasm 
for disarmament Herbert Hoover once

carry a gun. you don't carry a chip on 
your shoulder; defenseless "good citi­ 
zens 
don't get jumped on 
But Pearl Harbor proved the fallacy 
of that view. 
The heavy taxes we pay for defense 
costs and the annoyance of jet noise and 
some booms are small price for the best 
defense that our best military and civil­ 
ian minds can contrive for our country. 
If we were to deal in slogans, we 
would choose: 
“ Prepare for the worst; work and 
pray for the best.”

BACKSTAIRS AT WHITE HOUSE 
JFK Will Get To Europe Quicker 
Than Jefferson Came To Capitol 


By MERRIAM SMITH 


WASHINGTON (UP!) 
When 
Thomas Jefferson traveled by 
stagecoach from Philadelphia 
to Washington and the White 
House in 1800, the trip took 
six jolting days. 
Flying to Europe next week­ 
end. President Kennedy will 
cover about 3.000 miles by jet 
plane in around six smooth- 
gliding hours. 
While the custom of Presi­ 
dents traveling abroad is rela­ 
tively recent except for war- 
related excursions of Presi­ 
dent! Woodrow Wilson and 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, it has 
been only a few years when 
an American chief executive 
spent as much as a week when 


he visited a foreign capital. 
And until the time of Presi­ 
dent Dwight I). Eisenhower, 
presidents 
seldom 
tackled 
more than one country per 
foreign excursion. It was Ei­ 
senhower who introduced the 
idea of ramming several coun­ 
tries into one itinerary. 


WITH THE C U R R E N T 
president, jets have become 
speedier and foreign itine­ 
raries more telescoped. Now it 
is unusual for Kennedy to 
spend more than two nights 
in any foreign capital. 
This weekend he will set 
out across the Atlantic in his 
Air Force fan jet for W e s t 
Germany. Ireland. Great Brit­ 
ain and Italy in that order.

While the final schedule re­ 
mains subject to change un­ 
til the moment of takeoff 
from Andrews Air Force Base 
outside Washington, the trip 
probably will begin at night 
in order to arrive in Bonn at 
an hour suitable for triumph­ 
al processions. Because of the 
six hour time difference be­ 
tween Washington and Bonn, 
if the President wanted to 
reach the German republic in 
the late morning or early af­ 
ternoon. it would mean leav­ 
ing this country in the late 
evening. 
In practical terms, t h i s 
amount to an all-night flight 
over the 
Atlantic 
because 
most persons riding aboard 
his plane will be too busy 
with last-minute preparations 
to enjoy pre-flight naps. 
Once aboard Air Force One. 
the official designation of any 
plane on which Kennedy is a 
passenger, the problem of 
sleeping is negligible for oc­ 
cupant 
number 
one. 
The 
President has a small suite 
in the after part of the big 
Boeing VC 137, the Military 
Transport version of the com­ 
mercial 707. And part of the 
suite includes a bedroom with 
two genuine beds. 


IN THE MAIN cabin, there 
are four overhead berths. This 
means that about 30 other 
persons aboard Air Force One 
must sit up all night, albeit 
in comfortable reclining seats. 
As comfortable as these seats 
are. they do not permit more 
than napping at an angle. 
One veteran traveler-with- 
jet-age-Presidents 
came 
up 
with possibly the best atti­ 
tude: “Don’t worry a b o u t 
sleep—just keep thinking of 
the fact that the trip won’t 
last longer than a specific 
number of days, after which 
you may aleep in your own 
bed.**

THE ALLEN-SCOTT REPORT 
Nuclear Sub Loss 
Was Serious Blow 


Bv ROBERT S. ALLEN 
and PAUL SCOTT 


WASHINGTON — The loss 
of the nuclear attack sub­ 
marine Thresher was a far 
more serious blow to the Navy 
than reports of the tragedy 
have revealed. 
All of the Navy’s highly 
sensitive and secret evalua­ 
tion equipment for its top- 
priority Subroc missile pro­ 
gram was on the Thresher 
when it sank off the coast of 
Massachusetts. 
This is one of the m a j o r 
findings of staff investigators 
of the Joint Congressional 
Atomic Committee who at­ 
tended the proceedings of the 
official inquiry of the Navy’s 
worst submarine disaster. 
In an unpublished report to 
Senator John Pastore (R-R.I.), 
chairman, the staff investi­ 
gators recommended that the 
Atomic Committee conduct a 
full-scale inquiry of the loss 
of the Thresher, including the 
impact its loss may have on 
the Subroc missile program. 
The probers disclosed that 
the Thresher was assigned 
one of the Navy’s most sensi­ 
tive missions—evaluating un­ 
derseas tests of the Subroc 
missile being developed by 
the Navy. 


THIS UNDERWATER mis- 
sile, like the Polaris, can be

fired from s submarine whlls 
submerged. While the Polaris 
is designed to rise straight up 
after launching, the Subroc 
travels as far as 50 miles un­ 
der water before surfacing to 
continue through the atmos­ 
phere to its target. 


The Subros, equipped with 
a nuclear warhead as power­ 
ful as the Polaris, can attack 
enemy submarines, ships or 
land targets. Its range is esti­ 
mated as “several hundred 
miles.” 


Loss 
of 
the 
evaluation 
equipment, according to the 
committee investigators, may 
delay the Subroc program far 
as much as one year. 


The Navy is now seeking 
more than $1 million f r o m 
Congress to secure replace­ 
ment equipment to continue 
the highly successful Subroc 
tests. 


The 
Senate investigators 
also reported that the Thresh­ 
er may never be located be­ 
cause of the Navy's lack of 
deep diving equipment. The 
hull is believed deeply buried 
in soft slime on the o c e a n 
floor.

Huffing, the subject of til 
our articles this week, enables 
you to take finesses in which a 
trump takes the place of a high 
card in the suit. 
The “ruffing finesse” is of­ 
ten better than an ordinary 
ruff-out.

Dummy’s queen of hearts is 
covered by the king, and you 
win with the ace. Now you must 
choose the best way to develop 
dummy's clubs. 
ONE PLAN 
One plan is to take the ace 
of clubs, ruff e club, get to 
dummy with e trump to ruff 
another club, and get to dum­ 
my with another trump to ruff 
a third club. 
All will be well if the trumps 
break 2-2 and the clubs break 
very favorably, but the odds 
are about 2 to 1 against get 
Ung a favorable break in both 
black suits. 
The better plan is to play 
East for one or both of the 
missing high clubs. The odds 
are 3 to 1 that East will hold 
at least one high club. 
DRAW TRUMPS 
Draw trumps first, then 
cash the ace of clubs and lead 
a club through East. If East 
plays low, throw the low heart 
As the cards lie you have no 
further problem. 
If East covers with a high 
club, ruff. Get back to dummy 
with a diamond and lead an 
other club through East. Again 
you are ready to throw a heart 
if East plays low. 
If East covers again, you 
ruff and get back to dummy 
with a trump to cash two good 
clubs. You can throw a heart 
and a diamond and can give 
up one diamond at the end. 
WELL OFF 
You would be just as well 
off if the high clubs were di­ 
vided. You would lose the sec­ 
ond trick of clubs to West, get­ 
ting rid of the losing heart on 
that trick. You would get back 
to dummy with a diamond to 
lead 
another club through 
East. You would ruff whenever 
he covered, and you would dis­ 
card diamonds on any other 


club trick. 
Clearly it is better to have 
odds of 3 to 1 in your favor 
than odds of 2 to 1 against 
you. Avoid any line of play 
that requires favorable breaks 
In more than one suit.
